Plea bargain leaves one man 
to be tried for capital murder

Only one man is left to be tried in 
the shooting death of an Enterprise 
guardsman after a plea bargain 
agreement was reached. 

On Monday, Dale Edward Green, 
age 38 of 610 West Adam St., Enter- 
prise, plead guilty to first degree 
theft. He had originally been indict- 
ed on a two count warrant: murder/ 
robbery and murder by firing into a 
motor vehicle. 

He, along with three other men, 
had been arrested and charged with 
capital murder in the shooting death 
of Ronald Talmadge Henderson, age 
30, of Route 2, Enterprise, The mur- 
der occurred on the night of July 17, 
1994, 

Allegedly, the shooting took 
place after a Chinese SKS assault ri- 

fle was stolen during the course of a 
deal to sell the rifle to Robert Earl 
Council of 614 West Adams St., En- 
terprise. 

Council, age 20, after an 8-day 


trial, was found guilty of capital 
murder and has been sentenced to 
life in prison without the possibility 
of parole. 

A third man indicted for the capi- 
tal murder, Willie Lourawels Ad- 
ams, age 21 of 512 West Hildreth 
St., Enterprise, is awaiting trial. 

Larry Junior Brooks, age 32 of 
600 West Adams St., Enterprise, the 
fourth man involved in the shooting, 
has been charged with first degree 
hindering prosecution in lieu of the 
original charge. 

Brooks was the owner of the car 
from which the fatal shots were al- 
legedly fired, 

According to trial testimony, 
Brooks was attempting to elude Hen- 
derson who was chasing him in his 
car. - 

Reportedly, Henderson blocked 
Brooks’ way and it was then that 
shots were fired into Henderson’s 
car. He was struck twice in the head 
killing him, 

No trial date has been set for Ad- 
ams.

Walker pleads guilty to first degree robbery

One of the men charged with cap- 
ital murder in the shooting death of 
an Enterprise restaurant manager 
plead guilty to a lesser offense. 

Last Monday, Damon Todd 
Walker, age 20 of 506 Briarwood 
Drive, Enterprise, plead guilty to the 
offense of robbery in the first de- 
gree. ; 

Reportedly, the plea bargain came 
as a result of his agreeing to testify 
against Lucius Toney, III, age 20 of 
110 Pratt Drive, Enterprise. 

Both Toney and Walker were in- 
dicted in May of 1994 on charges of 
capital murder in connection with 


the shooting death of Roy William 
Pridemore, age 50 of Daleville. 

Pridemore was employed by Cap- 
tain D’s in Enterprise as an assistant 
manager, He was taken at gunpoint, 
after leaving the restaurant to make 
the night deposit, on May 22, 1994, 
A short time later he was shot once 
in the head while being robbed. 

Circuit Judge Gary McAliley 
sentenced Walker to serve 22 years 
and 6 months in ‘the state peniten- 
tiary. 

Allegedly, at the time of the actu- 
al shooting, Walker was in a car fol- 
lowing the van in which Pridemore 
and Toney were riding, 

Toney had hid in the van and 
was, allegedly, attempting to force 
Pridemore to drive out of town.

government's role in telling farmers 
what to plant. For Alabama farmers. 
the peanut program will also be ad- 
dressed. 

* Job Training Consolida- 
tion — Legislation will be introduced 
to consolidate the more than 150 fed- 
cralemploymentand job training pro- 
grams currently administered by 14

different federal agencies 

This redundancy of federal 
programs, costing the taxpayers $25 
billion per year, is neither effective 
nor efficient. Under the new legisla- 
tion, many of the programs will be 
eliminated and the rest would be con- 
solidated into a few block grants. 

* Immigration Reform — 
There are currently four million ille- 
zal aliens inthe U.S, and that number 
increases by at least 300,000 each 
year. The Immigration and Natural- 


ization Service attempted to deport 
or exclude 91,000 illegal aliens last 
year, but only 40,000 were actually 
removed.

The Speaker has created a task 
force to deal with the problem of 
illegal immigration. The task force’s 
goals are to find ways to increase 
border security and to reduce incen- 
lives, such as employment and social 
benefits which draw illegal immi- 
grants here in the first place. 

* Repeal of the Assault Weap- 
ons Ban In the 104th Congress, 
there is wide-spread support to repeal 
the assault weapons ban which was 
passed by only two votes by the House 
in 1994. The House is currently hold- 
ing hearings on the possible repeal, 
and legislation may reach the floor in 
May. 

° Ciean Water Act and Wet- 
lands Reform—Leyislation is being 
crafted to make the Clean Water Act 
more flexible, less prescriptive, and 
more responsive to the concerns of 
those being regulated by the law. 

The bill also increases funding 
for the Act’s core programs, ending 
the massive unfunded mandates it has 
imposed on state and local govern- 
ments. ; 

Also, the federal government 
would be required to compensate land- 
owners whose property is diminished 
by at least 20 percent as a result ofa 
Clean Water Act regulation or pro- 
gram, 

Furthermore, if the property's 
value is diminished by more than 50 
percent, the federal government must 
purchase the portion of land that has 
decreased in value. 

These are but a few of the 
major legislative goals of the 104th 
Congress over the next 200 days. As 
the Congress grapples with everys 
thing from school prayer to health 
care reform, I'll keep you posted.

He is in con- 
tempt of court, he owes this money, 
lock him up till he pays.

Yes he does owe and needs to be 
locked up, we already knew that, 
but he lives in another state, we 
can’t just go and arrest him and 
bring him back, second of all the 
other debts he owes, you'll have to 
file a civil judgement against him to 
ry to collect. This means to go to 
the courthouse and file a claim, only 
that in hopes one day he will buy 
something big like a house and then 
maybe one day sell it. It has to be 
something that large for someone to 
check the records to see if there is a 
lean on it. Otherwise, you'll never 
get any money either. 

So now the bottom line is you 
have a civil case which you paid a 
lawyer to get results for you.

I even filed a criminal warrant 
against him for non-child support. 
Because I was told that they could 
arrest him in any state with this and 
they can’t even forward it to the 


- State in which he lives with a letter 


saying they will bring him back to 
the state of Alabama. Again, I had to 
call and ask why this had not been 
done, and give thom the address to 
send it to. I ask myself just how 
much does one person have to owe 
in back child support before it really 
gets their attention and they begin to 
do something about it? It’s no won- 
der that they can never recoup this 
amount because they wait till it is so 
much they could never possibly pay 
it all back. And now on top of this, I 
am being taken back to court by my 
ex-husband in the state in which he 
lives to lower child support. I ask 
you, how can you get any lower than 
nothing? He hasn’t paid one dime 
since September 1994, how can a 
judge even consider hearing such a 
case? 

Oh yes, I forgot to mention the 
only good part was you can get an 
income withholding. But here it 
goes again, that is only good if he 
continues to work or you can track 
him down from job to job. And by 
the time the court system got all the 
paper work correct and back to the 
place of employment, and they had 
agreed to withhold money from his 
paycheck, he quit. I ask, is this a dad 
who loves his kids and wants them 
to have the best of everything (or 
even have anything as far as that 
goes). Knowing that he has two chil- 
dren who need his support, he quits 
his job. I don’t understand. He is 


healthy and has no problems as to 
why he cannot hold a job. I continue 
to work (even though I could go on 
disability, because I am a kidney di- 
alysis patient). There are lots of 
days that it is very difficult for me 
to get up and go to work, or even 
walk. But I continue because I know 
that my two girls need me and my 
help to survive. I have to continue to 
work to be able to keep insurance 
for them in case they were to gel 
sick because he doesn't carry insu- 
rance on them and they need more 
than I could give them on disability. 
But he can just up and quit his job 
and it’s O.K., no one cares or al- 
tempts to do anything. They tell me 
we can’t make someone pay that is 
just a dead beat. No you can't, but 
you can sure put them in jail and 
then in a work release program 
where they have to work and sup- 
port their children. 

Aren't lawyers suppose to know 
all the loop holes in the law and 
how to get action, the process to 
take? When you can’t get this from 
people who you thought you could 
trust, then what? I thought they were 
suppose to work for you to help 
yOu, NOt just Cost you more money. 

It’s no wonder that people take 
the law into their own hands, the 
law really doesn’t seem to work for 
those who are victims (unless you 
slay on it all the time and after eve- 
ryone else to really do their job) it 
only helps keep the criminal one 
step ahead of you.

The Youth Need to Know: 
Black History 
Thurgood Marshall, Supreme 
Court Judge, 1908-1993 

Thurgood Marshall was born 
June 2, 1908 in Baltimore, Mary- 
land. He was 25 when he graduated 
from Howard University Law 
School at the top of his class. He be- 
gan a private law practice and volun- 
teered his services to the National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People. Within 10 years, he 
was named head of the organiza- 
tion’s legal services division, In this 
position, he was a substantial help to 
the civil rights efforts. He brought 
cases before high courts that granted 
all people voting rights, regardless of 
their race. He helped to abolish state 
housing agreements that forbade 
blacks from buying homes in white 
neighborhoods. In a landmark case 
in 1954 (Brown vs. The Board of 
Education), he convinced the Su- 
preme Court that segregated school 
systems did not give minority school 
children an equal education. Mar- 
shall was appointed to the Supreme 
Court in 1967, thus becoming the 
first black member of the United 
States Supreme Court. Throughout 
his career, he used his skills in ar- 
guing the law to gain rights for all 
citizens in the United States. 

He always believed that the Unit- 
ed States would not be a truly demo- 


) cratic nation until all people of all 


races were given the same rights un- 
der the law.

He brought 
cases before high courts that granted 
all people voting rights, regardless of 
their race. He helped to abolish state 
housing agreements that forbade 
blacks from buying komes in white 
neighborhoods. In a landmark case 
in 1954 (Brown vs, The Board of 
Education), he convinced the Su- 
preme Court that segregated school 
systems did not give minority school 
children an equal education. Mar- 
shall was appointed to the Supreme 
Court in 1967, thus becoming the 
first black member of the United 
States Supreme Court. Throughout 
his career, he used his skills in ar- 
guing the law to gain rights for all 
citizens in the United States. 

He always believed that the Unit- 
ed States would not be a truly demo- 
cratic nation until all people of all 
races were given the same rights un- 
der the law.

Living with Scleroderma will change 
your life forever, especially if you have a 
rare case, Scleroderma is a skin disease 
that affects young children and adults, 
but rarcly teenagers and elderly. I am a 
teenager, and my disease is rare in an- 
other aspect, there is no cure. 

Localized Scleroderma is known as 
“Morphia". It most commonly is found 
on the face and neck, but can be on other 
body parts. It begins as a bluish discolor- 
ation on the skin surface. The area be- 
comes enlarged, feels hard to the touch, 
loses blue color and becomes yellow or 
alabaster. The lesions become firmer and 
elevated, with succeeding flare-ups pro- 
ducing a purplish halo. During remis- 
sion, the center may become depressed, 
but the hard places persist. Morphia is

RETURN OF MAJOR LEAGUE BASEBALL .... HUMBUG 


The Major League Baseball season opened last week with less than-en- 
thusiasuc crowds coming to watch at most ballparks. The opening day 
crowds were way down all across the nation, and Saturday games drew 
crowds of only 27,631 in Boston; 10,113 in Milwaukee; 14,321 in Kansas 
City; 15,325 in San Francisco; 10,307 in San Diego; and 19,336 in Seat- 
ule. Those kind of numbers won’t even come close to paying the bills, and 
the low numbers were in spite of the fact that many of the clubs offered 
discount tickets and other special offers to draw the fans, 

The fans will begin to trickle back into the ballparks as the season rolls 
along; however, the strike did have a big impact on the fans and it may 
take a long time before the hurt is gone, 

While on the subject of the “Majors,” there was‘ an article in one of the 
daily newspapers that made a big deal out of the decline in the average 
salary of Major League players. The expanded rosters were said to be the 
cause of the drop in average salary from $1,188,679 in 1994 to a paltry 
average Of $1,073,582 thissseason. Cecil Fielder's ‘95 salary is the highest 
in the game at over $9.2 million, followed by Barry Bonds ($8 million) 
and David Cone ($8 million), This season only 189 players are making 
over $1 million per year, but don’t feel too sorry for the poor guys, be- 
cause 71 players are making over $4 million per year, 32 are pulling in 
over $5 million per year and 12 are making over $6 million per season. 

These millionaire ballplayers are the same players that went on strike 
last season and could very well strike again later this summer, if a con- 
tract isn’t signed. | don’t care what they say, the ballplayers aren’t worth 
what they are being paid and if the owners put up with it, they will get 
what they deserve. The real losers? Of course, the real fans who lave to 
save up to take their kids to a game, and then do without to make up for 
the extra money spent trying to make sure the kids have a good time, | 
know it will never happen, but until the fans “STRIKE” back they will al- 
ways be the losers in this game played, and ruled, by millionaires!

Commissioners hear arboretum proposal

Topics of discussion in Monday’s 
meeting of the Coffee County Com- 
mission ranged from trees to storage 
buildings. 

Richard Petcher, an associate 
county agent with the Auburn Uni- 
versity Extension Service, presented 
a proposal, to the commissioners, to 
establish an arboretum. 

The arboretum would contain the 
65 different kinds of trees found in 
Alabama. 

In his proposal, Petcher suggested 
that the trees be planted along the 
paved road that passes by the county 
Jail and leads to the county engi- 
neer’s office. 

The arboretum would be estab- 
lished by the Coffee County 4-H Fo- 
restry Club, sponsored by the Cof- 
fee County Extension Service, with 
help from Auburn University, Cof- 
fee County Forestry Commission, 
county engineer’s office, local forest 
industries, and the Coffee County 
Commission. 

According to Petcher, this facility 
would have the largest number of 
species of trees. 

“In just one afternoon, an individ- 
ual would be able to walk through 
and see all 65 different kinds of trees 
found in Alabama,” said Petcher, “I 
know of no other place in the state 
where this can be done.” 

Petcher told commissioners that 
Auburn University Specialists Dr. 
David Williams and Dr. Ken Tilt

City moves closer to sale of old school

The Elba City Council met Mon- 
day and took action which puts them 
a step closer to selling the old school 
property. 

They also approved spending 
$12,500 to get a revised zoning or- 
dinance and updated land use plan. 

On the down side, the council 
went into executive session at the re- 
quest of City Clerk Henry Clark to 
discuss the recreation director. Clark 
said he wanted to show council 
members some papers. 

The firing of the recreation di- 
rector in late 1993 lead to a federal 
lawsuit and the taxpayers paying 


$60,000 damages plus legal tees in 
an out-of-court settlement last fall. 
The settlement also included word- 
ing limiting the officials rights to in- 
terfere with the operation of the rec- 
reation department, 

All members were present at the 
meeting, except council member Bill 
Brunson, who was reportedly sick. 

Police Chief Max Hooks, freshly 
back from summer camp, reported 
the department received 34 com- 
plaints since the last reporting pe- 
riod. They issued 19 traffic citations, 
including two for DUI. 

During the same period there 
were 23 criminal arrest. The de- 
partment investigated four auto- 
mobile accidents with four injuries. 


Two vehicle crash kills Florida man

A two vehicle crash in New 
Brockton, AL Monday afternoon 
took the life of a Florida man. 

According to Lt. Jerry Gilbert, 
with the New Brockton Police De- 
partment, a call was received at the 
station that a wreck had occurred on 
U.S. Highway 84 in front of the Pro- 
pane Gas & Appliance Company, 

he call came in at 2:45 p.m, The 
crash occurred only moments before. 

Police and rescue units were dis- 
patched to the scene immediately. 
Lt. Gilbert and Fire Chief James 
Brown were the first emergency per- 
sonnel to arrive on the scene. 

“It was a mess and I knew right 
away thal we were going to need 
some help - a lot of help!” said Gil- 
bert. 

Reportedly, a propane gas deliv- 
ery wuck, headed east, was wailing 
to turn into the gas company’s facili- 
ty when it was struck in the rear by a 
glass delivery truck loaded with 
panes of glass also headed east. 


The driver of the gas truck, Bill 
Tindol, age 58, of 105 W. Durham 
Street, New Brockton, is an employ- 
ee with Propane Gas & Appliance 
Co, He was not injured in the crash, 

Driving the glass delivery tuck, 
belonging to Dixie Glass of Ft. Wal- 
ton Beach, FL, was Richard Neil 
Murphy, age 40, of Niceville, FL, 

It took rescue personnel 30 min- 
ules using the Jaws of Life to free 
Murphy from the wreck and get him 
“packaged” for transport to the hos- 
pital, 

Due to the serious nature of his 
injuries, a M.A.S.T. helicopter had 
been called to airlift the victim to a 
Dothan hospital, 

The Flat Lron Medevac helicopter 
was standing by at the Farm Center 
approximately a mile from the scene 
of the wreck. Murphy was transport- 
ed by ambulance to the waiting air- 
craft. 

According to reports, Murphy 
was D.O.A, (dead on arrival) at 
Flowers Hospital in Dothan. Wit- 
nesses at the scene were amazed that 
Murphy was not killed on impact be- 


cause of the damage done to the ve- 
hicle which he was driving,
